The kck of laina ia e*urly spring 
citiH'i! the wheat crop to be light in tome 
Epftionson MieoutrkiiM of the irrigated 
belt, bnt cear the foothills the crops were 
tbe J fHvIt-bt for years. With the )iif;h 
pritva current some grain farmers who 
u ere en routed places earned enough this 
ypar to half pay fur the Uud they tilled. 


In the immediate vicinity of the city 


and whfierer orclianlists and vinryaid- 
iiita are found there ia a greater scarcity 
of luonsy tin* year tba» U»t. This xv.is 
to be expected. Fruit hta not been as 
abundant the country over for ten years 
as it was this eea^on. The largo eanp!y 
naturally reduced the price. In proba- 
bly a msjimty of instances fruit that has 
been dried is now held for higher prices. 
The growers depend almost entirely 
on each year's products to pay their debt* 
and purchase the necesssriea and eoin- 
iortsof home. Last season the profits 
from fruit and vines waa incredibly large. 
Insieiul of opening a cnod bank account, 
preduc^ra immeiiist: ly nisde other iu- 
vestiupnts iniibtlv in new lands that re- 
quired Ur^e uiiiUyd to render them 
profitablu. 
Scarcity of money auioug 


prodnoera invariably causes adimioiGlied 
trada among merchants and other 
tradesmen. It ia not ju?t tn the country 
however to say that business is dull 
giuiply because this year's receipt are 
less than last. 


The fact is that compared whh other 


towns on tt:ia coast ot equal eizs Fresno 
ia more prosperous thanuny other. Peo- 
ple are moving here BO rapidly that it is 
with difficulty tht-y find OB comfortable 
houtea «s they wish to shelter them, 
liuildinj is pronreeeinu in both colonies 
and town. Not lees than u half dczea 
contracts were let laes evening for modern 
doling houses and it is umleretocd 
that nert week will sta the letting of 
many more contracts for dwellings and 
possibly busineifi blocks. Within two 
weeks workmen from Tulare will begin 
to move here to make their homes. 
This follows the removal of divisi n 
headquarters hither. Railway officials 
and employes ate a pplendid addition to 
any point, even in the lire of trade. 
Their pay roll ia steady the year around 
and they pay cash for what they buy. 


What Fresno now wants mos-t is for 


her prominent and wealthy citizens to 
work together a^ one man in aiding 
every solid business enterprise that pre- 
sents it«elf, not for personal gain, bnt for 
the goud of the city and county at larce. 
Concerted action might result in estab- 
lishing manufactories here— tbe one 
thing needed above all others. There 
must bo steady employment for the de- 
serving unes who spend their summer 
laboring on thg vineyards.

INDIANS AND CHINESE. 


By a singular coincidence the Chroni- 


cle of Sunday had two articles on Ameri- 
can Indians, the drift of which is to 
show that they had a common origin 
with the Japaneeu and Chiueee.

Tha Chinaman of the western 
provinces of China epeaka a language 
totullv different irom the Chinaman of 
the esstern province!". 


r ach rancheria of the Diggers hag its 


own diaiect. The Dipger of northern 
California does not understand the na- 
tive language of the Dig^t-r of southern 
California. On the raie occasions when 
these distant feinemen meet they com- 
municate in mongrel or vequero Spanish. 


In the branch of the tresto Diggers 


I find out of twenty-eight words in com- 
mon uaa ten are either emctly alike or 
are a transposition or corruption of words 
with eimilar meaning in See Yup Chi- 
nese. 


The Chinece bids you "good evening" 


with "ho-man" or "oo-man-ah," adding 
tbe syllable "ah" only as a softening to 
abrupt speech or an euphonical com- 
mencement or termination of words or 
abort sentences. 


"Man-ah-bo" taya the Fresno Digger, 


merely transposing the syllable when he 
bids you "good erehing." However the 
syllable ah is not no frequently net:d bv 
tbe Indians iw the guttural "ugh."

If they oppose and antagonize one sm- 
other, none of them will prosper. If the 
consumers buy Eomewhero else, the 
home merchant will not make any 
money.

ters of gold. They are word of wisdom.

strengthened hia case very greatly. 


Below will be found some facts in tbe 


lives of Brown and Baird, which are of 
interest at this time. 


jous BKOWN'S HISTORY. 


John Brown, who was the head of the 


enterprise, is n comparatively young 
man, 
beine bnt 31 years of age. He was 


born in Warren county, Illinois, in 1SUO, 
and wat educated at 'Abandon (Illinois) 
college and at the Oakaloo&a college in 
Iowa. In 1S83 he was married to Miss 
Emma Edwards at Oskaloosa, a most 
estimable lady. Tbe union has been a 
most happy one. 
Mra. Brown is almost 


a confirmed invalid from rheumatism 
and Brown has been the moat devoted of 
husbands. After hia marriage he tanght 
school for two years in Iowa, Illinois and 
Nebraska and in 1885 came to Caiiforpia. 
He settled atEIsinore, San Diego county, 
where he followed teaching for three 
years. 


In the fall of ISbS) Brnwn came 10 the 


San Joaquin valley and settled at Ma- 
dera and o" November 25 of that year 
the Bank of Madera was opened with 
him as cashier and Baird as vice-presi- 
dent. From the start B.'own paid most 
of hia time to the colony scheme, which 
waa incorporated at the same time, with 
Brown an president, Baird as treasurer 
and J. E. Nftnm&n aa secretary. The 
plan of the colony has been already de- 
scribed in theso columns. It comprised 
4980 acrea, of which IMOO acres have been 
gold and improved. 


\V. F. BAIRD'a CAItEEIt. 


Baird is two years the junior of Brown, 


having been born in Uniontown, Fayette 
county, Pa., in 1SG2. His father was a 
farmer and banker, being a director of 
the National Bank of Deposit at Brown- 
ville, Pa. Baird was educated at Union- 
town, Pa., and the Streator, 111., high 
school. He subsequently took a business 
courae at Eastman's business college, 
Poughkebpeie, N. Y. He started in life 
as assistant cashier and bookkeeper in 
the bankinK house of Wilson &. Knhns, 
fitreator, III., oeiog subsequently ad- 
vanced to the position of cashier, remain- 
Inn with the firm four years. 


In August, 1SS7, he went to Elsinore, 


San Diego county, where he wan made 
cashier of tbe Consolidated bank of Elsi- 
nor-. This bank started with a paid np 
capital of f 44,000, of which Baird is rep- 
resented SB having owned one-third. 


He there met Brown and they became 


firm friends. It was through Browu 
that he went to Madera in February, 
18!H). How fateful tbe connection has 
been ie already too well known. 


Baird was married in Htreator, 111., l 


January, 1SSD, to Mlsa Mina A. Smith, a 
native of Chicago. They have one child, 
Ralph I\, who was born on November 
11,1883. 


At Streator, 111., Baird was elected am 


ordained elder of the Port J'resbyterian 
chnrch. at 21 years of age, and waa then 
the youngest known eldrr in the Prosby 
terian'church in the United States, tn 
Madera Baird was prominent in the or 
ganization ot the First Presbyterian 
chnrch in October, 1800, and was up 
pointed elder of the church and superin 
tendent of tbe Sunday school.

'Yom ita point of junction with the Sac- 
amento river, where both pour their 
waters iuto Suisun bav, to ita extreme 
lead of navigation ia a distance c insider- 
ubly in excess of 250 miles.

treams, in the relation which it boars to 
be cheapening of transportation rates, 
n the United States.

with the railroad companies whose lines 
traverse its firp;it valley. The result of 
this is seen in the lower rate of transpor- 
ation enjoyed by thofie residiug on the 
ower portion of the rivor between Stock- 
ton and Hills ferry, where vesaela navi- 
[ate, with difficulty it iu true, daring an 
ivcrage of reven aud one-half months ol 
each year. 


The river, in its present condition, 


does not afford the opportunity icrchtjap 
ransportntion that it would were proper 
attention (jiveii to its needs and reason- 
able sums of money expanded ia the 
rectification of ita channel. Steamboat 
companies who are obliged to drag boats 
and barges oyer, sandbars ry means o 
steam capstans, whose barges are at any 
,ime liable to be damaged by overhang- 
n« trees or sunken snaga, are obliged in 
eelf-defense to take these rieka into ceu- 
Eideration in making up their freighl 
charge. 


SIIOAUXQ TilEOCGH NEGLIGENCE.

Aa mny he readily inferred from what 


1 have before said, I am a strong believer 
in the theory that it is a duty which the 
state owea its people that it improve^ and 
preserve all the navigable streams within 
its borders, but should the view prevail 
that thin labor be left to be performed by 
[he general government, It is my opinion 
that the work of. procuring suitable ap- 
propriations should be vigorously prose- 
cuted; that there should be kept in the 
city of Washington during the meeting of 
congress & committee of citizens, whose 
duty it shall be to devote their time to 
this matter exclusively. I believe that 
it should be the sole issue involved in tho 
election of onr congressmen and senators; 
under those circumstaiices we might 
hope for relief, but the disappointed 
hopes of a hundred other communities, 
whose necessities were apparently nearly, 
if not qnite, as great as orn-s, warn us 
that we can expect but little from the 
ederal government. 


I wish to add to what I have already 


said regarding the amount of territory 
which coold readily be made tributary to 
the San Joaqain river, that by the ex- 
penditure of a vary moderate Bum of 
money the tributaries of the San Joa- 
quin, namely, tho Stanislaus, Msreed 
and Tnolumne livers, could be made 
navigable to the point at which they 
issue from the mountains.

Dlscossion Before ' the 
American 


Cbemlcitl Society. 


Chicago Tribune. 


To the Editor of the Tribune: I have 


just seen the report in your issue of Sep- 
tember S of tho discussion at the Wash- 
ington meeting of the American Chemi- 
cal Society, AugnstIS, relative to the use 
of carbonate of ammonia in baking pow- 
ders. 
This report iu incomplete and incorrect 


in many particvlars, and as tbe paper 
which precipitated the discussion was 
read by me and was based upon my own 
experiments, I desire to make certain 
corrections iu tbe interest of the truth 
and for the benttiit of the large nambei 
of your readers to whom the question is 
one of great moment. 


The paper as read before the society 


related that ammonia. In baking powder 
is retained in the bread by reason of ite 
affinity to the gluten. The consensus ol 
opinion as expressed during tbe discus- 
eion was against tbo UEO of carbonate ol 
ammonia in baking powder with the only 
exception ol Dr. McMurtrie, who is now 
an employe of a baking powder company 
which uses carbonate of ammonia in its 
baking powder. 


Of the other parties mentioned as hav- 


ing taken part in the diccusnion wore 
Professor Dr. Barker, of the University 
of Pennsylvania, who is the president ol 
the society and one of our highest au- 
thorities. In answer to a pleading bv 
Professor McMartrie that oniy small 
quantities of ammonia were used in 
baking powdeiR, he stated: "No matter 
how small the quantity, I must decline 
to lie dosed medically without my con- 
sent when taking my meals." 


Dr. E. H. Hartley, formerly chemisl of 


the Brooklyn board of health, and pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Long Island 
college, likewise named, did not, 1 be- 
lieve, tako active part in the discussion, 
but is already on record as strongly op- 
posed to the use of ammonium carbonate 
in baking powders. 


Dr. Ilicliardson volunteered only tbe 


question whether tho flour used in the 
experiments was of good quality, o 
which I assured him by statiup that i 
1 


was the beat and the flour used in my 
family. 


Professor Mallet wan not present. 
Your article ia misleading in so far as 


it gives tho impression that ammonia 
disappears in baking. 
My actual tests 


agree with those made by others, show 
ing that ammonia remains in tho bread 
My investigations simply assign a new 
cause for its retention.

Accounts of the trial have been closely 


read and the prevailing opinion eeewi to 
1m that, under all the eircumstaDvefi, 
Judge Hudd showed a wonderful dlepoei- 
tioii to get the case off the docket. 


The fact that his two sons have, di- 


rectly or indirectly, a contingent fee in 
the verdict has not improved the iooksof 
things and there is naturally a good deal 
of sympathy for Mr. Churco, aud the 
people have evinced a desire to hear hut 
side of the case. 


"I am the victim cf the grossest con- 


spiracy that waa ever woven about a 
man," eaid il. J. Church to a RKI'UULI- 
CAN reporter yesterday, aa he lay on the 
bed iu his eitrk room at hia residence on 
N street, ntar MaripoBft, "aud I would 
like' tlm people to know BOmtithiu? con- 
cerning tbe truth, even if only u little.

"1 have been called upon to defend the 


vilest suit of blackmail ever brought 
ugniust u men and the thruu nitu who 
were nenrt'r to mo thun any others and 
hadmuieof my business confidence arn 
the tiiAiu Epring of theuhole da^innbla 
bu!-iiieHB.

He- is 
une of the last persons f would have sup- 
posed would go buck on a man that lias 
atood to his back for the hut eight or 
nine years, famishing him money, iu- 
dorsirtu his iiotws and n"neraily Uftinj.- 
him from poverty to wealth, for I enabled 
him to clear $SU,OUO or 560,000, aa he 
himself h»4 frf quently admitted, though 
I am now told Unit he has gone through 
with it all aud again become bankrupt, 
in money as well as prinuude.
